WASHINGTON (UPI) - Gen. Douglas MacArthur was unconscious and slip- 
ping deeper into a coma today. 


In their last report on his condi­ 
tion, doctors said that it was becoming 
in< i easingly hard 
to get a response 
from the valiant 84-year-old soldier who 
is fighting to survive three major opera­ 
tions in a month. 


Spokesman at Walter Reed Medical 
Center said there had been “no obvious 
change in the vital signs” — his blood 
j pressure and pulse rate — and that the 
“old soldier” remained in critical con­ 
dition. 


A patient is described as in a coma 
when it is not possible to arouse him 
with even the most powerful external 
stimulus. It often is the last phase of 
illness.

MacArthur was with her hus­ 
band throughout the evening. She and 
the 
couple’s 27-year-old son, 
Arthur, 
have been at the general’s side since he 
was adm itted to the hospital 
M arch 2 suffering from severe 
jaundice.
